occurrences. The latest freak form of 
suicide was reported from New York 
a few days ago’ in the case of Walter

And 
while overeating and the consumption 
of sugar and meat are the chief causes 
of vancer, Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman, of 
Newark, N. J., recently told the Ameri- 
can Society for Cancer Research that 
one cause of cancer is constent exposure 
to gasoline fumes, 

While all these things make the life 
of a treffic officer and of a pedestrain 
as well as of a motorist anything but 
happy, they place employment in a gs- 
rege among the dangerous occupations.

tunnels for traffic had to consider only 
such trifles as the pull of the moon on 
the tides, the weight of the earth, the 
force of gravity, and the tensile strength 
of steel, In building Brooklyn Bridge, 
for instance, they had to consider only 
how to hang a couple of million tons of 
metal on a couple of cables. Life and 
engineering were equally simple prob- 
lems then, 

But today the engineer building a ve 
hicular tuba has to consider the automa- 
bile exhaust. The new tube under the 
Hudson was built a dozen times before 
the wo@k started, and a dozen times the 
plans were yanked to pleces and put to- 
gether again. Carbon monoxide is the 
answer. To obviate the inconvenience 
and expense o! calling out the reserves 
and the fire force to remove unconscious 
motorists from time to time, an elaborate 
system of ventilation has been devise. 

In the 8800 feet of tube there will be 
four ventilating shafts. The air will be 
kept moving by four power stations, 
any three of which can be put out of 
commission by an accident without af- 
fecting the working of the fourth. The 
air blows across the tunnel from side to 
side, instead of from end to end, coming 
up from the bottom of the tube and 
passing out at the top on the other side 


(THESE plans work very well In s ve 
hicular tube. But what the Innocent 


bystander, especially he who comes no 
nearer to ownership of a car than getting 
a headache from the exhaust, rises to 
inquire is this: Isn’t there some cure 
for the exhaust evil on the city streets? 

It seems that there is. Motorcar 
builders themselves are working on the 
problem, hand in hand with physicians 
and engineers. Since a whiff of carbon 
monoxide gas is a whiff of carbon mon- 
oxide gas, whether you get it at street 
level or from the seat level of your own 
limousine, the problem is one in which 
car manufacturers are deeply interested, 
In some ways, the motorist is more in- 
terested than any one else, because the 
pedestrain can take to the comparatively 
unpolluted side streets, while the driver 
must stick to the exhaust-filled main 
thoroughfares, 

Many ideas have been advanced, tried 
out, and held under consideration. The 
most feasible so far offered seems to 
be that of en exhaust which shal! dis. 
charge the gas at the top of the car in. 
stead of underneath, 

Dr. Yandell Henderson, professor of 
Applied Physiology at Yale, explained 
the scheme of the vertical exhaust at @ 
recent health conference in New York 
City. He explained that a vertical ex. 
haust, letting the poison out at the top 
of a car, would thus let it out at e 
sufficient height so that it would be above 
the heads of pedestrains and motorists 
even before it began to scatter into the 
sir, 

“Carbon monoxide, if properly diluted 
with air, need not be dangerous,” said 
Prof. Henderson, “but if some con. 
ditions exist it can be one of the most 
terrible poisons. We should do as pych 
as possible to cease polluting the air of 
the streets. As it is now, the greater 
part of the exhaust is mixed with the 
air about ten feet up from the Ground, 
the heat is dissipated, and we inhale the 
ges.” 

Which is exactly what we must stop 
doing, and stop it soon. Unless we want

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British Scientists 


Tell People Enemy 


Bombardments 
Not in It With 
Deadly Germs 
That Breed in 
Thick Blankets 
of Moisture

Is THE throat of a human being more 
durable than granite? 

Sculptors at work with hammer and 
chisel on enduring stone and scientists 
operating with sealpel and clamps on 
the delicate membranes af human throats 
feem to have given an affirmative answer 
to that question, which sounds, at first 
utterance, so silly,

nturies this shroud that baffles 
and eludes the skili end resourcefulness 
of the world’s most brilliant scientific 
minds has been billowing soundlessly 
like an enormous wraith, against the 
stone facades and statuary of the most 
famous historic buildings in London. 

Long before Osesar's legionaries 
landed on the “Tight Little Island” the 
fog swirled in blotting out landmarks 
and added new terrors to the lot of the 
mariner, The veil of mist has not al- 
ways been unfriendly to the British. 
Sir Francis Drake used its clammy folds 
#8 & screen when he lured the mighty 
ships of Spain’s armada to the shoals 
where their bones now rest. 

In the early days the fog was a com- 
paratively harmless phenomenon of 
course, travelers lost themselves in it, 
but when lifted they emerged hale 
and whole. But all this changed with 
the coming of coal as e fuel. The fog 
holds the soot and microbes in solution. 

Falling away before e mere wisp of 
wind, its white amorphous shape has 
come back again and agaiy., now for a 


moment. now for @ day. And all the 
time some Aungry demon that it hides 
has been gnawing at the hard face of 
the stone, removing at each attack in- 


visibly small portions until the aggre- 
gate shows a statue ruined, a pillar 
defaced, a buttress shorn of its strength. 

When first the idea was broached that 
this impalpable substance could damage 
these ancient structures men laughed 
aloud and said the scientists were dream- 
ing It was like saying that the nose 
ef the Sphinx cam be battered out 
of shape with a down-stuffed pillow. But 
after a time the idea became acceptable 
even in the popular, nonselentific mind. 
Water, it is generally known, will wear 
away a stone. Why not fog? 

Here it should be pointed out that, 
while fog is substantielly water in a 
vaporized form, the method of its at- 
tack on the buildings cf London is not 
to be compared with the wearing ac- 
tion of breakers againat e cliff. That is 
almost wholly friction. The action of 
the fog is chemical. 


T WAS the general acceptance of that 
fact which led to the comparison of 
the human throat to granite. Relatively, 
the throat is the tougher of the two, 


according to revelations now being mede. 
Assuming that the normal “life” of 
granite—in other words, the time it 
should last-is counted in the centuries, 


and the norma! life of « human being, 
the biblical threescore years and ten, 
man has all the best of inorganic matter 


. 
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One epidemic after another has led Britishers to the discovery that the deadly bacilli of contagious diseases propagate easily and 
multiply rapidly within the moist embrace of the thick fogs that envelop their city, and that in order to free London from the 
menace of health attacks they must eliminate the fogs 


in the battle with the traditional London 
fog. 

It is true that in London, as this is 
being written, Cabinet meetings are being 
postponed, social functions called off, and 
court presentation plans abandoned be- 
cause of an epidemic of influenza whieh 
physicians ascribe to the fog. It is 
true that the best specialists are being 
hard put to it to take care of their royal 
patients. It is true that King George 
and Queen Mary have both fallen vic- 
tims to the familiar disease, which is now 
recognized as only a human manifesta- 
tion of the malady that has been eat- 
ing away the pillars of London's build- 
ings. 


UT aceording to all the experts, this 
latest epidemic of influenza is rela- 
tively light, and none of the victims is 
expected to be disabled for more than a 
few days. By the end of March man will 
have thrown off the influenza germs car- 
ried into his lungs by the foggy atmos- 
phere, nature will have renewed the de- 
stroyed tissues, and presumably the 
Londoner will become more or less im- 
mmune in time to this disease, as he has 
to thousands of others. 
The revelation that the fog was re- 
sponsible for the epidemic was made on 


the basis of discoveries by Dr. Edwin 
L. Ash, a famous specialist of London. 
For some years Dr. Ash has been fol- 
jowing up the work of the Atmospheric 
Pollution Commission, which was created 
some years ago to attempt devise 


a method of getting rid of the fog and 
saving the British capital's buildings. 
In @ prepared statement issued recently 
Dr. Ash suggested that Britons may 
some day become immune to the gases 
used in war time 

“The fog of London,” said Dr. Ash, 
“is really nothing more or less than a 
variety of mustard gas. It contains 
acids, which tear up the delicate lining 
of the throat When the eyes of a 


healthy person feel irritated in a Lon- 
don fog, you ean imagine the effect on 
the tender mucous membranes of the 
throat. The fogs in London are of the 


worst, and when they are eliminated, as 


mamma 


we are going to do, the chief source of 
disease will be removed.” 

Just how London proposes to elimi- 
nate the fog now that even the royal 
family has been stricken by it Dr. Ash 
has not as yet revealed. It is known, 
however, that various plans have been 
afoot for some years to rid the world’s 
metropolis of this annoyifg and ex- 
pensive atmospheric phenomena. In that 
connection it was estimated some years 
ago that the fog costs London com- 
mercial interests upward of twenty-five 
million dollars a year. American efficieney 
experts estimate the sum as many times 
that amount, taking into consideration 
only the interference it causes to busi- 
ness Now the medical authorities 
admit that a tremendous part of their 
annual bill for keeping Londoners in 
good health is attributable to the fog, 
and the estimate of its cost must go 
up again. 

It is not difficult to understand where 
the danger originates. In the first place, 
the fog of London is particularly dense 
primarily because it is not all mist. The 
moisture alone could hardly do more than 
soften the sunlight, as it does in Ire- 
land and in the rural sections of Eng- 
land. According to scientists, this soft- 
ened or filtered light is responsible for 
the marvelous complexions of English 
and Irish girls. In London, however, the 
fog gets “a bit thick,” as the Britisher 


would phrase it. 
It gets thick because moisture has 
definite carrying power. Water in liquid 


form carries the world’s largest liners 
and battleships only because they are 
spread out, so to speak, in order to dis- 
place # vast quantity of water. The 
game weight, if built into a solid block, 
would sink. The principle is the same 
with water in the mist or vaporized con- 
dition—in other words, fog. This is 
merely water thinned by air. In that 
condition it ean and does carry thou- 
sands of tons of solid matter, but so 
widely distributed,”in microscopic units, 
that the fog offers sufficient support. 

A tiny globule of water attaches itself 
to an even smaller unit—perhaps only a 
few million molecules—of soot. Left to 
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itself, this soot is more or less inert. 
Mixed with water it turns into all sorts 
of highly active chemical substances. 
One of these, by all odds the most fa- 
miliar, since it is held responsible for the 
destruction of building stone, is sul- 
phuric acid. Everybody knows that the 
smoke rising from fires nearly always 
contains a little sulphur, to mention but 
one of the many valuable chemicals 
thrown away through inefficient burning 
deviees. 

The fog, stirred sluggishly by the 
winds and even by the slow movement 
of humanity feeling its blind way through 
the mist, comes in contact with the 
buildings and deposits these minute par- 
ticles of acid on the stone faces. In- 
stantly the acid gets to work, It works 
twenty-four hours a day, with the result 
that not a month passes any more with- 
out the construction of a scaffold to 
examine and restore some famous 
building. Sculptors climb to dizzy 
heights and discovered that a nose has 
been eaten off a statue here, that a hand 
two feet thick when it was cut has be- 
come a porous skeleton, likely to crumble 
away and fall under the slightest touch. 


UST why the Londoners, having recog- 

nized this process years ago, did not 
conceive that what was bad for granite 
was also bad for their lungs and throats, 
nobody knows. It was one of those 
things that did not oceur to anybody 
until quite recently. Even when the 
disastrous influenza epidemic of 1918 
swept the world, the Britishers never 
thought of ascribing some of its terrors 
in their country to the pesky London 
fog. 

Now that they have recognized its 
peril to human life, London may be ex- 
pected to follow the example of Ameri- 
ca's Pittaburgh, still known as the 
“Smoky City,” but which really has an 
atmosphere much clearer than London's. 
The problem in London is much the same 
thing as that which Pittsburgh faced, the 
main difference being that in Pittsburgh 
it was industrial and in London it is o 
matter of individual homes. 

Both cities got their foggy atmosphere 


from burning soft coal and not burning 
it economically. When Pittsburgh finally 
got around to it, two things were done. 
First, various inventions were perfected 
to precipitate the solid matter formerly 
fiung into the air by its army of smoke- 
stacks. These have been described re- 
peatediy and it will suffice to recall that 
most of them are based on electrical 
precipitation methods. The particles are 
caught up on charged wire chains and 
so treated that they either tend to ad- 
here, or to coagulate until they fall of 
their own weight. The next—and really 
economic step—was to perfect the meth- 
ods of burning the soft coal so that all 
the solids would be consumed and the 
gases drawn off for use as by-products. 

Obviously this second method cannot 
be put into immediate use in London, 
for there the bulk of the smoke comes 
from a legion of ehimneys attached to 
dwellings. During the night, when the 
good Britons dre all asleep, the air of 
London becomes fit to breathe, according 
to the studies of the Atmospheric Poliu- 
tion Commission. It starts to get bad 
and foggy along about 7 o'clock in the 
morning, and by 11 o'clock forenoon it 
has reached its apex of fogginess—and 
danger to human health and life. 

Since tremendous expense will be in- 
volved either to install smoke consumers 
in every London dwelling, or devices to 
precipitate the solida, the scientific world 
expects that Dr. Ash and his associates 
have found some other method within 
the immediate reach of the people.

ican contains an erticle on the microbe 
which is very interesting in connection 
with the fog menace. Extracts from the 
article follow: 

“Many bacteria can row. For oars 
they have flagella, little “whips” whose 
diameter is about one two-hundred-and- 
fifty-thousandths of an inch, and by wig- 
gling these in a manner quite like the 
motion of oars they are able to a 
gress through a liquid. at the alarming 
rate of four inches per hour—about as 
many inches per hour as a man can 
row a boat in miles. 

“When living conditions do not suit 
them, in case of heat or extreme dry- 
ness or cold, microbes have the power 
to ‘hibernate.’ They form spores whose 
function is to inerease the resistance of 
the residual germ substance contained 
within them so that they may survive 
not only heat and drought, but some 
chemicals and long duration of time. 

“But not all mierobes have the power 
te form the spores whieh carry them 
over hard spells, and it is fortunate for 
us that they have not. It is due to this 
fact that we are able to pasteurize milk 
simply by heating it to 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit, retaining it at that temper- 
ature during twenty minutes and then 
cooling it rapidly to 40 degrees Fahren- 
heit. While this low heat does not 
kill spore-forming microbes, it does kill 
er seriously weaken those which are 

ic to man. 
gy on of bacteria in ice kills 
off most of them. This is not due to 
the direct effects of cold, but actually 
to the crushing done by expanding ice 
crystals. : 

“One very old method of defeating 
the microbe without actually killing him 
is to use salt. That mineral has a pow- 
erful affinity for water—it wants water 
and will go to all sorts of ends to get 
it; thawing ice, for instance. Salt acts 
as a preservative simply by blotting up 
the water that the germ has in his sys- 
tem, just as we have water in ours. 
He either dries up and ceases to grow 
and subdivide, oF is actually extinguished. 

“Bacteria do not themselves injure us. 
It is the poisons they manufacture and 
secrete which give us disease and often 
kill us. These poisons aré called ‘tox- 
ins.” But the minute the body is in- 
vaded by these germ-produced toxins it 
sets to work preparing its own anti- 
toxins. There is war. If the body is in 
good condition it will probably be able 
to make enough counterpoison to whip 
the toxins. But if there is too large a 
dose of germs, or if a relatively small 
dose finds us weak and ‘run down,’ the 
germs, win—unless a dose of antitoxin 
prepared in some other body, generally 
that of a horse, rushes up and saves 
the day. : : 

“Ordinarily we are unaware of the 
presence in and on our bedy of many 
kinds of microbes, but they are always 
there. Generally our skin is so intact 
that they cannot break through it and 
get into the blood. But if the skin is 
broken these little opportunists at once 
seize their chance, enter and begin to 
establish themselves and multiply. Some 
bacteria enter the body of man through 
the air he breathes. This is eapecially 
true of those of tuberculosis and ‘colds,’ 
which are often caught as @ result of 
the spray that floats through the air 
to distances of several feet after those 
who harbor the germs of these diseases

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ELEN OF TROY, acclaimed the most 

beautiful woman who ever lived, and 
whose Jovely face “launched a thousand 
ships” in the Trojan wars, was a real 
live honest-te-goodness person and not 
@ myth at all, according to Prof, James 
H. Breasted, head of the Oriental Insti- 
tute at the University of Chicago, who 
has just returned from the tomb of King 
Tutenkhamun. 

Prof. Breasted, who for many months 
pored and labored over inscriptions, says 
further that many other mythical per- 
sons actually lived in the dim past. Her- 
cules, for example, was, he says, the 
king of an ancient Babylonian city, 

On the ether hand, the professor says, 
these persons are so completely sur- 
rounded with traditions created through 
the ages that much muat be disregarded 
in — to identify them. 

Jonsider, for example, the fair 

At the time of the Trojan gpm 
Greeks had not developed writing. The 
Egyptians, though, had been making 
cuneiform characters for many hundreds 
of years. These inscriptions tell the 
stories of Greek literture which in 
Greece were handed down through the 
ages by word of mouth. 

Now in Homer’s “Iliad” the 
Helen of Troy begins with a + yr 
rei among Juno, Venus and Minerva 
ancient deities of wealth, love and wis. 
dom. Each believed herself more beau- 
tiful than the other two. The judging 
was finally placed in the hands of Paris 
a Trojan youth, @ shepherd, though he 
was son of King Priam, He was to pre- 
sent a golden apple to the one he be- 
lieved to be the most beautiful. 

Juno, so the story goes, offered him 
great wealth if he would choose her; 
Minerva offered infinite wisdom; but, 
Venus, goddess of love, offered him the 
most beautiful woman in all the world 
for his wife. ‘He gave her the golden 
apple. 

Now Helen, wife of the Greek king of 
Thessaly, was the most beautiful woman 
then living. Venus caused her to be 
abducted, removed to Troy and presented 
to Paris. Then the war was on, as the 
Greeks, resenting the theft of the maiden, 
came after her in ell their power. 


S? MUCH for the immortal epic of the 

blind poet. In actual life, says Prof. 
Breasted, it is obviously not true that 
the three divine goddesses quarreled over 
their beauty; nor is it likely that Paris 
judged them and awarded the golden 
apple to Venus. On the other hand, it 
is quite likely that such a princess was 
abducted and carried away to Troy, thus 
causing the wars. Lengthy accounts of 
the wars were found by the professor ip 
Tut's tomb. 

“The investigation of Babylonian his- 
tory,” explained Prof. Breasted, “is dis- 
closing an unprecedented series of unex- 
pected revelations. “Even the mythical 
hero, Gilgamesh, the original of ‘the Eu- 
ropean Hercules, bids fair to emerge at 
last as a remote city king of early Baby- 
lonia who gained a reputation for his 
prowess in war until he became the typ- 
ica! and proverbial strong man of all 
ages. 

eoThe crowning disclosure in this series 
of revelations has just come from Asia 
Minor. Nearly twenty years ago a Ger- 
man Aassyriologist, Hugo Winckler, vis- 
ited the mounds ef Boghaz in Central 
Asia Minor, As he walked over the ruing 
he kicked up with his boot heels several 
cuneiform tablets lying practically on the 


surface. 
“Below were piled the clay tablet 
archives. Some these tablets had been 


lying there in the ruins of the capital 
of the Hittite Empire since the middle of 
the second thousand years before Christ. 
‘The vesult has been the decipherment of 
a whole group of Hittite dialects. The 
great war inter ed these investiga- 
tions, and since inckler's death the 
progress of examining this great body 
of archives hee been unavoidably slow.

One of these tablets reports a war 
of Atreus, King of Achaia, against 
the King of Caria, at about the middle of 
the thirteenth century, that is about 
1250 B. ©. There can be no doubt 
that in this tablet we have a contem- 
porary reference to the cycle of the 
Trojan wars. This record must be re- 
garded as an irreproachable historical 
source as old as the events which it 
records, 

“Thus, out of the Oriental background 
of Greek histofy in Asia Minor comes @ 
written document confirming a Greek 
tradition born in an age when the 
Greeks themselves still lacked writing, 
because writing reaches back in the 
Orient by nearly 3000 years more than it 
does in Greece. We are, therefore, able 
to confirm Greek tradition out of con- 
temporary written sources. 

“This contemporary reference to the 

Trojan war is an epoch-making revela-

- “The Homeric songs of the Trojan wers 
can no longer be regarded as exclusively 
noble literature of purely legend- 
ary content; the Greek tradition of sub- 
stantial Egyptian contributions to knowl- 
edge can no longer be rejected as without 
foundation. There is every possibil- 
ity that the tombs of Egypt may yield 
us further seientifie treatises, and we 
cherish the hope that the thirty-five or 
forty chésts, boxes and caskets still lying 
in the innermost cha * of Tutenkha- 
mun with their seals unbroken may con- 
tain many more unwritten documents.”

Prof. Breasted gives great credit to the 
hardy investigators who found the 
Hittite tablets; but, on the other hand, he 
is quite as worthy of praise as are they 
because of his own york in the tomb 
of King Tut. 

Documents found in this tomb so far, 
he says, amplify and embellish every bit 
of Egyptian ancient history now existing. 

The king, for instance, staged a blood- 
lese revolution with the help of his 
father-in-law. As a result of this revo- 
lution, he declared for one God and 
encouraged freedom of thought. 


N ONE document he deciphered he 
found an entirely new account of the 
flood. The Sun God, according to this 
tale, became angry at the earth-people 
and ordered the great rein. This order 
was to be carried out by Hothar, « god- 


dees. 

She performed her duties faithfully; 
but at last, some earth-people, brewers, 
concocted a drink which so befuddied the 
lady she forgot to go on end the human 
race was saved! 

Some of the inseriptions, he seid, on 
the coffins were meaningless.

“Two chambers still remain to be ex- 
plored, he said. “What we shall find on 
our return staggers the imagination. In 
what is known aa the royal store chamber 
are thirty-five sealed eases, ivory boxes 
and Canopie jars containing the viscera 
of the King. And the annex chamber 
is so full of relics that it will require 
months to take them out. 

“This room—the annex—contains a 
mammoth shrine, draperies emblazoned 
with gold and precious gems, ivory 
boxes, metal work, chariots, luster ware, 
ancient curios of every description and 
kind. The room is so full that we can’t 
get through the entrance.” 

The actual sareophagus--the mummy 
case—of the old Pharaoh himeelf will be 
opened next fall. Every precaution will 
be taken, such as photographing and 
noting the contents of the coffin, The 
remains of King Tut will be left un- 
disturbed.

One day while he was walking 
with Elisha, a fiery wagon had descended 
from Heaven, and had carried the old 
Prophet to his reward. At least, so Elisha 
told the people when he returned alone 
from the town of Bethel, and they dared 
nat doubt his words. For Elisha had in 
herited his master’s power over the forces 
of nature and he was a man to be treated 
with awe and respect. 

When naughty little boys from the vil 
lage of Bethel poked fun at the Prophet’s 
bald head, two bears rushed forth from 
the bushes and ate up the children as a 
warning to all others. That, however, was 
only a detail. There was no end to the 
things which Elisha could do. Like Elijah, 
he ceuld make rivers stop at a single com 
mand, He could make iron float on top 
of the water and he was forever curing 
sick people. Finally, he too possessed the 
wonderful gift of making himself almost 
invisible 

All this stood him in good stead when 
he felt that the time had come to remove 
Jezebel from the scene of Jewish national 
life. Tle deliberately placed himself at 
the head of a revolutionary movement 
which planned to overthrow the house of 
Omri, and to purge both Israel and Judah 
from the iniquities of the Baal service 

Elisha did not take part in the actual 
uprising. 

He was not a man of the sword, al 
though he was by no means of a peaceful 
nature when it came to a matter of prin 
ciple. But the fighting he left to a man 
ealled Jehu, one of the most picturesque 
figures of the Old Testament 

Jehu was a captain in the Israelite 
army. He was famous for his careless 
braver He could ride faster than any 
other man and he could shoot straighter 


Babylon. 


and he was absolutely indefatigable in 
the pursuit of his enemies. He was just 
the sort of leader to be chosen for the 
dangerous task of upsetting an old and 
established dynasty, 

Imek was with him. The King of Judah 
and the King of Israel happened to be 
staying together. They were closely re 
lated.and outwardly they maintained a 
semblance of good teeling 

Jehoram, King of Israel, was the first 
to discover the danger. When he beard 
that Jehu was on the war-path, he tried 
to eseape in his armor-clad chariot. It wa: 
too late Jehoram fell dead with an ar 
row through his heart. His body was left 
by the side of the road and when the 
liers of the regular army (who follow 
ed their master at a distance found it 
there, they threw it on the land which

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Jehu drove his chariot across her dead 
body and went his way, without looking 
backwards. 

That night, under cover of darkness, 
a few faithful retainers of Ahab, remem 
bering better days, left the palace to give 
their dead ruler the funeral which be- 
fitted the daughter of a king.

Next it was the turn of all the deseend 
ants of Ahab. Most of these had fled to 
Samara. But when they saw how the 
whole country rallied to Jehu, they un- 
derstood the uselessness of a defence and 
they surrendered upon such terms as 
Jehu was willing to grant. He did not 
spare a single one. Their heads were plac- 
ed in two large heaps just outside of the 
city gate as a warning to. those who might 
try to oppose the will of the rebel chief- 
tain 

A litle later, forty-two other princes of 
the royal house of Judah suffered a simi- 
lar fate 

There still remained the priests of Baal. 
Jehu let it be known that he had no quar- 
rel with them and felt rather kindly dis- 
posed towards their religion. He there- 
fore asked them to meet him in their tem 
ple that they might discuss what ought to 
be done. They came, believing that he had 
spoken the truth. As soon as they were all 
inside the building, the doors were clos 
ed. When night came, the Sun-worship 
pers without exception had all been 
killed. 

With a single blaw, Jehu had made an 
end to the danger of a foreign domina- 
tion

Jehu ruled as King in Israel and Elisha 
rejoiced. 

The triumph of Jehovah was complete. 

But soon it became evident to all the

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their regret at the shedding of so much 
innocent blood. But when they spoke, it 
was too late. 

Israel had already been conquered by 
the nations of the east. 

In Aram, too, there had been a revolu 
tion. There Hazael, a Syrian general, had 
murdered his master, King Benhadad IL, 
and himself had mounted the throne 

He had increased the strength of Da- 
mascus, but when Shalmaneser I1., the son 
of Ashurnasirpal of Assyria, attacked 
the Arcmen domains, there was a sudden 
end to the glory of Hazacl, the usurper, 
His armies were defeated near Mount Her 
mon, and Damascus was captured. When 
news of this disaster reached the coast of 
the Mediterranean, the rulers of Sidon

and of Tyre and of Israel hastened to ao- 
cept such terms as the Assyrian conqueror 
would grant. They knew that they had 
found their master. 

We possess certain Assyrian documents 
of that cra which state that the battle of 
Mount Hermon took place in the year 842 
B.C., and that Jehu, the son (which meant 
the successor) of Omri, himself paid tri- 
bute to Assyria. To make up for his losses, 
Hazael, as soon as Shalmaneser had re- 
turned to Nineveh, overran the northern 
part of Israe! and consoled himself with 
several Jewish districts. He exterminated 
whole tribes, killed the men, stole the 
women, threw the children from the rocks 
and repopulated the region with immi- 
grants from Aram. 

Jehu, not knowing what to do, called 
nmpon Shalmaneser, whose vassal he now 
was. But before tho Assyrians could 
eome to his assistance, the Arameans (in- 
formed of his treachery) had overrun 
Israel for a second time, had destroyed 
the armies of Judah for good measure, 
and together with the Moabites and 
Edomites and Philistines had plundered 
both countries to their heart’s content. 

Those who had been spared by the 
sword of the invader and had not died of 
hunger, accepted slavery. 

Samaria was the only town which re- 
mained in Jewish hands. 

In this hour of disaster, Elisha came to 
the rescue of his ruler. Together, the King 
and the Prophet defended their city until 
help could reach them from Assyria. 

Irom a purely patriotic point of view, 
they were the saviours of their country. 
The Assyrians defeated the King or 
Aram, took Damascus, and in this way 
relieved the pressure upon Israel. But 
when this had been done, they presented 
their bills for services rendered. 

They expected Israel to pay,and pay 
heavily, and insisted on an annual retain- 
er which was little more than a bribe for 
their continued good will. 

The Israelites spent the whole of the 
next century trying to get rid of this self- 
imposed yoke, and sometimes with a fair 
degree of success. 

Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, was fortun- 
ate in his war for independence. He took 
Damaseus and his troops pushed almost 
as far east at the town of Nineveh. 

His son Jehoash, also was lucky as a 
warrior. He allowed Elisha to guide him 
and remained a devoted %upporter of the 
great prophet until the latter died. Jeho- 
ash was faithful in his religious duties.

His respect for Jehovah, however, did not 
prevent him from plundering the temple 


cf Jerusalem when the opportunity offer- 
ed itself. 


But it remained for Jeroboam, the son 


of Jehovah, to give Ipracl a last taste of 
independence and glory. 


To the contemporaries of this great 


king, it seemed that the wonderful old 
days of Solomon had returned. Their 
country, so they flattered themselves, was 
on the point of resuming its ancient posi- 
tion among the nations of the Kast. 


They were to be sorely disappointed. 
That brilliant sky did not proclaim the 


coming of another day. It was the last 
red glow which preceded the setting of 
their national sun 


Undoubtedly the first fifty vears of 


that century were an .era.of sudden and 


(silence 


unexpected prosperity. Overnight, vi! 
lages were turned into cities. Shepherds 
left their flocks that they might share 
the abundance of the nearest market 
place. The old trade-routes were restored 
and caravans once more passed from cast 
to west and from south to north. 

But with this return to wealth, eame 
the evils of an economic system which was 
built upon speculation. 

The simple ways of the patriarchs which 
had survived in many of the remote vil- 
lages came to an end. 

The days of Solomon had returned in 
the worst sense of the word. 

Jehovah was neglected. Soon he was 
forgotten. With infinite patienee and 
courageous tenacity, Amos and Isaiah and 
Hosea, the great prophets of the eighth 
eentury, labored to convince their fellow 
citizens that they were worshipping false 
ideals and that wealth alone could never 
make men happy 

Wlijah and Elisha had denouneed the 
wickedness of the world amidst the clang 
of thunder and the flashing strokes of 
lightning 

Amos, Hosea and Isaiah belonged*to a 
different type of men. They not only 
preached. They also wrote. 

Tor by this time the Jews had learned 
the art of writing from their Babylonian 
neighbors, and they were beginning to 
make collections of stories from the past 
and they were copying the wards of the 
prophets that they might teach wisdom to 
their children and to their grandchildren. 

Endlessly Isaiah, Hosea and Amos re- 
peated their warning that the unreason- 
ing accumulation of gold and silver was 
not the only purpose of life. With untir- 
ing energy they tried to persuade the 
younger generation that pleasure, while 
not wicked in itself, did nat produce that 
mysterious spiritual contentment without 
which existence is barren and devoid of 
true interest 

When they noticed that their talk was 
in vain and when they began to forsee, 
with ever increasing clearness, the inevit- 
able loss of their countgy’s independence, 
they changed the tone of their warning 
and utered words of burning shame, the 
like of which had not been heard in the 
land since the days of Elijah. 

During the greater part of their career, 
however, they kept away from politics 
and contented themselves with a disens- 
sion of the Truth. 

In modern times, we probably would 
have called them ‘‘social reformers.”’ 

They admonished the rich to be charit- 
able and the poor to be patient. 

They spread a new doctrine of forbear- 
ance and cheerful helpfulness. 

And drawing a logical conclusion from 
their original! ideas, they finally preached 
the novel doctrine of a kindly Jehovah 
who loved all his faithfal followers like 
his own son and who demanded tht all 
his children should do the same unto each 
ather. 

The Jews were so happy with their 
newly found prosperity; with the con- 
quests of their king, Jeroboam; with tie 
increasing volume of trade and com- 
merce; that they had no time to waste 
upon a few queer people wha stood on the 
corners of the market-place and talked of 
coming disasters, just when the whole 
country was booming with wealth. 

When finally they began to suspect 
that there might be some truth in these 
words of warning, it was too late, 

In the distant city of Ninevah, a soldier 
of fortune of remarkable ability and great 
shrewdness, had made himself master of 
the throne. He called himself Tiglath 
Pileser, in honor of a national hero who 
had lived five hundred years before. He 
dreamed of an empire that would stretch 
from the Tigris to the Mediterranean. 

Sooner than he had expected, the Jews 
gave him the chance to realize this am- 
bition. 

Ahaz, the King of Judah, engaged in 
one of these obscure quarrels of which we 
do not know the details, was on the point 
of war with Aram, Ahaz asked Tiglath 
Pileser to help him. When this became 
known, the Prophet Isaiah went to Ahaz 
to warn him against such an alliance with 
a heathen. The King of Judah ought to 
place kis confidence in Jehovah and in no 
one else. Ahax answered that he did not 
believe this. He even refused to ask for a 
taken from Heaven, He knew what he 
was doing. His expedition against Aram 
simply could not fail. ‘ 

But Isaiah disagreed with him and 
foretold the downfall of both Judah and 
Isracl. It would take place very shortly. 
Before the children then born should have 
reached the age of manhood, both eoun- 
tries would have lost their independence. 

Even then, Ahaz was not convinced. He 
took all the gold and silver he could find 
in the temple and sent it to Nineveh as @ 
present for Tiglath Pileser. And when he 
traveleld northward to do homage to his 
august ally, he even took the brass altar, 
which had been standing in front of the 
Holy of Holies ever sinee the days of 
Solomon, and had it carried to Damaseus, 
where he offered it to the Assyrian King. 

Tiglath Vileser was much pleased. 

Whether these gifts changed his mind 
and made him more friendly towards the 
Jewish people than the Assyrians had 
been before, we do not know for death

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The Tarn of the Tide? 


New York has so much money that it does 
hot know what to do with it. Interest rates 
are the lowest in seven vears. Juacking at 
tractive opportnnities to invest at hame, the 
financiers of the big metropolis have been 
buying up Canadian securities wholesale. 
As a result the Canadian dollar rose to the 
value of ninety-nine cents on exchange there 
the other day 

As the dollar pays for a hundred cents 
worth of goods in Canada, the exchange 
element is still favarable to Canadian buying 
from each other rather than from their neigh 
bors. If money continues to accumiate and 
business to slacken down, the financiers of the 
republic may after a while bid the Canadian 
dollar above par in order to get markets in 
Oanada for the export production of their 
factories.
